Dorsey in the prisoner’s dock on the 
right side of the room, began prom pt­ 
ly to escort him across the floor to a 
door leading to the judge’s chamber 
and safety. 
Girl's Sister Starts Riot 
As the officers and the freed negro 
par sod the clerk’s table in front of 
the judges’ bench, however, Mrs. R. 
W. Rogers of Richmond. Va., sister 
of the Tweedale girl, recovering from 
her 
surprise and burning with in­ 
dignation, picked up a w ater 
glass 
and 
hurled 
it 
at 
Dorsey. 
The 
glass missed the negro and hit Eli 
G. Haugh, the court clerk, in the side. 
The incident aroused to action Marcus 
Tweedale, brother of the girl, who had 
been sitting with Mrs. Rogers. T w e e . 
dale leaped 
to his feet 
and made a 
plunge at Horsey, but the sheriff and 
his deputy, forewarned by the 
hu rl­ 
ing of the glass by Mrs. Rogers, in­ 
tercepted him just as he reached the 
negro. 
W ith Miss Tweedale still sitting, 
dated, 
in her chair 
between those 
which had been occupied by her sister 
and brother, the crowd in the court­ 
room, thirsting for punishment of the 
negro, who had been positively identi­ 
fied by Miss Tweedale a* her assail­ 
a n t, rushed for the free man.

spectators*
